Cuicaeo, March 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.) Roswell Miller, general manager 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul road, when 
asked today to give his views as to the posi- 
tion of the outside roads toward the Sur- 
lington, said: “It seems to me to be ridic- 
ulous for a court to order a road to handle 
Burlington freight when it is not ina con- 
dition to obey the order. How can the St. 
Paul haul Burlington cars when our engi- 
neers refuse to work? Discharge them and 
get men that will? That is all very well, 
but suppose we did discharge some of our 
engineers, would we be in _ better 
position or the public be in better 
position to stop our road altogether. I 
could stop the St. Paul today, but I don’t 
propose to do it, because it would only re- 
sult in injury to the public. The St. Paul 
is not responsible for the present situation 
of affairs.”

Railroad officials think the strike is weak- 
ening, while the men say that the brother- 
hood is undaunted and will fight all sum- 
mer if necessary.

‘The commissioners 
believe that the examinations that have 
been made and the tests that have been ap- 
plied to determine whether engineers are 
competent to run locomotives, are dictated 
by prudence, and that to neglect them is un- 
wise. They would advise the Ch 
Burlington and Quincy road to allow no en- 
gineer to run a passenger train that is not 
fully ~ to the established standard of skill 
and ability.

Apropos de Boom. 


The stuff that is constantly being 
printed by eastern papers regarding 
the “bursting of our boom’’ really 
must appear supremely ridiculous to 
any sensible and impartial visitor from 
the East, who views the facts as they 
are, and compares them with the ab- 
surd misstatements disseminated by 
these interested disciples of Ananias. 

It is true there is no longer that wild 
and feverish speculation in outside 
town lots which marked the operations 
of last summer, when men stood in 
line for twenty-four hours for the priv- 
ilege of purchasing a lot. It is good 
that this is so, because that excitement 
was unheglithy, and, if continued, 
must have resulted in a disastrous re- 
action. But when these eastern critics 
attempt to show that the cessation of 
such wild speculation also marked the 
limit of Southern California’s progress, 
or that the pr »sperity of Los Angeles 
is dependent upon the sale of lots in 
problematical suburbs, they simply 
show their ignorance or their malice. 

What does the easterner find when 
he arrives in this ‘‘busted’’ commu- 
nity? In the firat place, he will notice 
rival railway companies busily com- 
peting with each other in every direc- 
tion for right of way and, in many in- 
stances, paralleling each other’s roads, 
while new lines are being built as 
fast as laborers and material can be 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
just paid over $60,000 for about twenty 
acres of land, upon which to locate 
large machine shops, that will give 
employment to several thousand men. 
It is also stated that the Santa Fé 
Company will remove their shops from 
San Bernardino to this city. 2 

In addition to the two transconti- 
nental lines already here, twe, if not 
more, of the great railway systems of 
the United States are quietly working 
upon extensions to Los Angeles. One 
of these has already’ secured a right of 
way and an outlet to the seaboard. 
Within twelve months Los Angeles 
travelers and shippers will probably 
have a choice of four distinct trans- 
continental lines. 

The overland roads, now centering 
in this city, are scarcely able to handle 
our enormous freight and passenger 
business. The business of Los Angeles 
has made it necessary for thec ompanies 
to keep men working night and day to 
fill their orders for scores of new loco- 
motives. 

Two trains between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco having proved insuf- 
ficient, where one was ample a couple 
of years ago, a third and faster trains 
to be put on, making only four stops 
on the road. 

In whichever direction the visitor 
may turn, he cannot get beyond the 
sound of the hammer and the saw. 
Buildings of the most substantial 
character are going up on all our 
streets and in all our neighboring 
towns. The number of these buildings 
would be increassd three fold, were it 
not for the impossibility of securing 
bricks, lime and lumber, and the ex- 
orbitantly high prices of those 
materials when they are secured. As 
it is, the value of the buildings now 
under construction in Los Angeles 
alone is not less than  $2,500,- 
000. Let it also noticed 
that the greater part of- this 
money is being furnished by residents 
who have made the money out of Los 
Angeles real estate and pow re-invest 
what they have made in permanent 
improvements. 

A company has commenced work on 
the most complete system of cable roads 
in the world, involving an expenditure 
of $1,500,000. 

It is impossible to begin to supply 
the immense demand made by our 
farmers for fruit trees of every descrip- 
tion. Northern California and Florida 
have both been drawn upon, but still 
the cry is for more. 

While it is a fact that lots in some of 
the outside paper towns, which were 
floated upon the surface of last sum- 
mer’s excitement, cannot be sold at the 
prices which were paid for them—or in 
-some cases at any price at all—it is 
also true that acreage property and in- 
side business and residence property is 
firmly held at an advance over values 
of six months ago. 

The sales of real estate in this county 
now average over $250,000 daily. They 
are from two to three times as large as 
they were at this time last year. 

Are these signs of a “‘busted boom?” 

If so, then we will pray that the Los 
Angeles boom may stay permanently 
**busted.”’ 

State Printed Ballots. \ 


A year or two ago a bill providing 
for a State-printed ballot secured a 
favorable vote in one branch of the 
Michigan Legislature, and at present 
there are four bills providing for this 
system, with some modifications, under 
consideration in the Legislature of 
New York, while in Massachusetts 
where the question is being agitated 
the suggestion has met with great 
public favor. | 

What is known as the ‘Australian 
system”’ obviates two evils inherent in 
our present system. One of these is 
the manner in which the voter’s lib- 


erty of action 1s sometimes abridged by 


the officionsness of: vote “Teh 
and election “workers.’’ The other, 
which is more widespread, and dan- 
gerous, is that of excessive if not actu- 
ally ;corrupt expenditures in our elec- 
tions. The assessment of candidates 
which sometimes is carried so far as to 
amount to a system of plunder, to be 
recovered later on from the.public 
treasury, is defended by the necessity 
of providing for the printing and dis- 
tribution of ballots. 

Under the Australian system ‘there 
is no necessity for this. The ballots 
are printed, wich proper safeguards 
and under conditions which plage, all 
parties and candidates upon an, egnal 
footing with money from the, public 
treasury and they are distributed and 
handled only by public officials, sworn 
to a faithful performance of duty and 
working under a system of mutual 
ehecks which make any imposition 
difficult.
